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DETAILED ACTION 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-27, drawn to bifimctional molecules, classified in class 530, 
subclass 387.3. 

II. Claims 28 and 35, drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a Afunctional molecule, 
classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

III. Claims 29-34, and 36-39, drawn to methods using and compositions comprising a 
vector and a Afunctional molecule, classified in classes 435, 530, and 514, 
subclasses 320,1, 387.3, and 44 respectively. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

1) Inventions I and II are patentably distinct in that the fusion molecules/protein of invention I and 
the nucleic acid of invention II have substantially different structures, functions and properties, are 
made using substantially different techniques, and can be used for substantially different purposes. 
Please note in particular that the nucleic acid can be used in vitro hybridization assays and that the 
Afunctional molecule can be made by chemical synthesis or by the chemical conjugation of 
naturally occurring proteins. 

2) Inventions I and II are patentably distinct from invention II in that the nucleic acid of invention 
II is not required for the methods and compositions of invention III, and in that the Afunctional 
molecule of invention I can be used for substantially different purposes than targeting vectors to 
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specific cells either in vitro or in vivo. In particular, the Afunctional molecule can be used in 
simply in vitro binding assays or in purification columns. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, different 
classification, and different search requirements, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
